Growth Siowdown Forces 
City to Reduce Budget

A slowing of growth for the 
city of Grayling is partly 
responsible for a proposed 
1984-85 budget that is about 
$213,000 less than last year’s 
proposed budget. 

Growth in the city has 
been slower than hoped for 
following boom years in 1972- 
79 when major expansion 
took place in the city’s indus- 
trial park and along I-75 
business loop south, said 
Allen Schreiner, Grayling 
City Treasurer. 

As a result, the city’s 
revenues have not heen 
growing as fast as expenses 
and eta the last five 
years, he said. For the past 
five years, tiie city has used 
surplus funds to balance 
their budget. The proposed 
1984-85 budget would require 
use of about $27,000 in sur- 
plus funds and $48,000 in 
federal revenue sharing 
funds. In the past, all federal 


revenue sharing money has 
been used for major street 
projects with one exception 
when $13,000 was used to 
help pay for the new fire 
station. 

The proposed 1984-85 bud- 
get calls for a total of 
$1,326,000 to be spent — 
about $213,000 less than last 
year’s proposed budget. 

The city manager and 
treasurer, taking police and 
fire chief proposed budgets 
and working with the head of 
the dept..of public works, put 
together a proposed budget 
every year that maintains 
services while adding im- 
provements they would like 
to accoinplish that year. The 
1984-85 “‘wish list” prelimi- 
nary budget came out 
$170,000 short of anticipated 
revenues. 

The city council cut $92,000 
from the proposed budget 
and pulled $27,300 from sur- 
plus funds and $48,000 from 


federal revenue sharing to 
balance the preliminary 
budget. The biggest cuts the 
council made in the proposed 
budget was in major repairs 
to the city garage, which in- 
cluded overhauling the heat- 
ing system and re- 
insulating. 

The city council members, 
Robert Golnick, Dorothy 
Latuszek, David Sabin, Den- 
nis Sloan, and Sandy Thomp- 
son, decided to cut and shift 
funds around rather than ask 
for an increase in millage. 
The city’s millage has been 
lowered six times since 1972 
by the city council, dropping 
the millage from 23.34 te Jess 
than 13 mills. 

A public hearing on the 
proposed budget was held 
Monday night and the coun- 
cil will probably act on the 
proposed budget at their 
May 29 meeting. 

The city had a 3.27 percent

Former Dial-A-Ride 
Head Faces Charges

Former Dial-A-Ride direc- 
tor Chet Johnston was 
arraigned Tuesday after- 
noon in 83rd District Court 
here on five charges of em- 
bezzlement, forgery, and 
larceny by conversion. 

The embezzlement charge 
alleges Johnston from Octo- 
ber 1979 to December 1981 
unlawfully took money 
received in his official capa- 
city as Dial-a-Ride director. 
Johnston allegedly received 
more than $50 in cash from 
private citizens for main- 
tenance work performed and 
parts installed on vehicles at 


the Dial-a-Ride garage. 

One larceny by conversion 
charge alleges Johnston 
received more than $100 un- 
der false pretenses when he 
claimed the transportation 
board authorized an eight 
percent pay increase for 
Johnston retroactive from 
Jan. 23, 1983 to Oct. 1, 1982. 

The other lareeny by con- 
version charge alleges John- 
ston received more than $100 
under false pretenses when 
he made a payroll change 
notification on Jan. 24, 1983, 
indicating a pay raise for 
himself. 

The forgery charge alleges 


Johnston forged the signa- 
ture of Crawford County 
Board of Commissioners 
chairperson Jeannette Kit- 
chen on a budget document 
sent to Lansing. Johnston is 
also charged with uttering 
and publishing a forged 
document for sending the 
alleged forged document to 
Lansing. 

The forgery and uttering 
and publishing charges have 
a 14 year maximum senten- 
ce for each offense. The em- 
bezzlement and larceny 
charges each have a 10 year 
maximum sentence along 
with a $5000 maximum fine.

23 Years Ago 
May 18, 1961 

The sought industrial 
fund of $32,000 was 
nearly subscribed last 
week, it has been an- 
nounced by industrial 
committee | chairman, 
Dr. J.F. Cook. Harry 
Young, owner of the 
Grayling Reel Company, 
Inc., said that the build- 
ing of the new plant 
would begin im- 
mediately when funds 
are in and he forecast 
the start of the produc- 
tion by the middle of 
July. Mr. Young stated 
that 16 men would be 
employed by the new 
company when produc- 
tion operations begin. 
There is a distinct poss- 
ibility that the men em- 
ployed could grow to 40 
by the end of a year and 
a half, he said. The plant 
will construct wooden 


reels from 17 inches to 7, 


feet in diameter on 
which to coil heavy wire 
and cable. The reels are 
constructed of 90 per- 
cent aspen and that of 
large size which pulp 
mills don’t particularly 
need, it was explained. 
It was estimated that at 
the present time within 
a short distance of Gray- 
ling, there now stands at 
least a 20 year’s supply 
of aspen for the work. 
Being a fast growing 
tree much more would 
be available after that 
time. They would be sold 
and distributed mostly 
in the midwest area. 
There are four plants 
now in the United States 
manufacturing such 
reels and it is estimated 
that 18 million dollars 
worth of them are sold 
each year.

A top official of the U.S. Environ- 
mental Protection Agency (EPA) 
said sanctions will be imposed in the 
Detroit area ‘unless the Legislature 
imposes an ‘auto emissions testing 
and inspection program. 

Richard Wilson, national director 
of Mobile Source Pollution control, 
said the 39 metropolitan areas in 26 
states that have programs operating 
or underway, along with Congress, 
“are watching the EPA to make 
sure we enforce the law: in an even- 
handed way.” 

Wilson spoke at a briefing spon- 
sored by the Southeast Michigan 
Council of Governments on the 
threat of the region if a program is 
not developed. 

He reported a notice was sent to 
Chicago, the other notable region 
without a testing program, saying 
that highway funds would be stop- 
ped and said Detroit will not be far 
behind. 

Wilson said it is a matter of weeks 
or months before the sanctions are 
imposed and they would include 
highway and air quality funds plus a 
moratorium on industrial permits 
for new or remodeled projects, 

Transportation Director James 
Pitz said administration officials 
would hope to soon meet with 
legislative leaders to find out how to 
proceed and ‘‘we can begin a swift 
dialogue on how best to move to 
avert these very onerous sanctions.

Michigan had won a reprive with 
1981 legislation requiring an inspec- 
tion and maintenance program, but 
rules to implement the program 
were blocked in the Legislature.

ing with pollution control equip- 
ment. The tampering provisions 
would not be a part of the new pro- 


gram. 
Pitz said the EPA gives a region a 
standard to meet and as long as it 
can devise a program, which is 
hased on sample testing, reduces 
emission of targeted elements, a 
region can determine which vehicles 
are tested and how they are tested. 
He said officials had predicted 
they would be at EPA-required stan- 
dards by 1987 without an emissions 
program, but said it is clear now 
that air quality is not improving 
rapidly enough to meet that goal.

A Visit To The 
Middle School 


I realize that it would be 
almost impossibie for ali the 
voters in the Crawford 
AuSable School District to 
visit the middie school while 
it is in session. If this could 
happen the voters would 
really be enlightened about 
inside condition of this 68- 
year-old building. 

TI made a visit to all the 
classrooms on Monday, May 
7th. These are some of my 
observations: 

1. Loose glass and window 
casings. 

2. Impossible to raise some 
windows. 

3. Pails hanging on ceiling 
radiators to catch water 
from leaks. 

4. Pails in shop area fill up 
very soon, water makes con- 
crete floor very slippery. 

5. Ceilings and walls 
deteriorating with paint and 
plaster coming loose and 
falling. 

6. All wood floors very 
noisy when walked on. 

7. One rcom contains a 
large electric fuse box that 
constitutes a very dangerous 
situation. 

8 Some chalk boards 
about ready to fall from the 
wall in several rooms. 

§. Some chalk rails gone 
and others about to fall. 

10. In one classroom the 
thermostat cover is off and 
not properly working and 
only one radiator in room, 

11. Toilet not in use on the 
top floor and have not been 
used for some time. 

12. Drinking fountains 
about useless on top floor. 

13. The ceiling in the old 
study hall and library a 
mess. The plaster and lathe 
gone in some places. 

14. One area of the old 
study hall has two holes in 
the ceiling with everything 
gone. 

18. A very poor student 
locker situation in all areas, 

16. Tall ceilings in most 


rooms causing very poor 


acoustics. 

17, Lighting not the best in 
most rooms. 

These are just a few of the 
observations that I made on 
my classroam visits. 

I think that probably the 
four by four hemlock floor 
joists under each wood floor 
have deteriorated and offer 
no floor support, That is the 
cause of the squeaky and 
noisy floors. 

I don’t know how many of 
the radiators hanging on the 
walls have come loose and 
fallen off during the 68 years 
of use. I do know this: In 1918 
I was attending school in one 
room when a wall radiator 
came loose and fell against 
the teachers leg and then 
landed on a students foot. A 
student had to go and get Mr. 
Sherman Neal, the janitor to 
help lift the radiator off the 
students foot. The teacher 
was very lucky. 

All in all this building is 


_ really and rapidly becoming 


an unsafe, unhealthy and 
dangerous for students and 


@ teachers. 


Must the students and 
teachers continue to tolerate 
such a deplorable situation. I 
think not. 

We must do something 
soon, I wouldn't doubt but 
that the 68 year old building 


will soon be condemned 
because of its condition. 

What will we do then? 

Of course we could have 
the middle school students 
attend classes in the various 
churches as the students did 
in 1915. 

Probably the classrooms 
and teaching _ situations 
would be better there than 
the present conditions in the 
old old building. 

‘Let’s help to protect our 
future citizens of the area. 

We shouldn’t wait for a 
tragedy to happen in the 
falling-down 68-year-old 
building. 

Take time to visit the 
school. Check the place over 
on the inside and discover 
what a deplorable condition 
in which our young people 
and teachers have to work.

In a previous message on these 
pages we discussed the issue of 
electric energy supply in Michigan 
and how we must increase that 
supply by completing ongoing 
construction projects. As you have 
almost certainly read or seen, not 
everyone agrees with us on that 
issue. There are those who say we 
need no new generating plants, 
that our forecasts of growth are too 
high, that we can get by for a 
number of years with just the 
generating plants we have operat- 
ing today. But think a minute. If 
electric consumption in our state is 
not going to grow appreciably in 
the 1990s, as some sources suggest, 
and given the interrelationship of 
electric consumption and our 
economy, what they are really 
saying is that Michigan is going to 
stagnate economically, that our 
economy is going to grow barely, if 
at all, in the coming decade. 

We simply cannot accept that 
proposition. We're not predicting 
nor are we building for an econ- 
omic boom in Michigan. We're 
predicting and building for a very 
modest growth rate. Our projec-

But there are also those who say 
it doesn’t matter ifour forecasts are 
more accurate than theirs, that it 
doesn’t matter if we're right in our 
planning. Sure, they say, we may be 
short on our own electric capacity, 
but that's all right, we can just buy 
power from those utilities that are 
building for the future. 

Perhaps, But will there be 
enough power available to us from 
others, and what will be the price 
of that power? Look again at the 
growth forecasts for the utilities 
around us, those from whom we 
would be buying power. That 
growth is in their areas and states 
and provinces, not ours. We have 
no guarantee that those utilities 
will build enough new capacity to 
meet their own needs, let alone 
ours. If they do, they will sell power 
to others only after they have 
served their own people and 
industry, and the power they sell 
will be the most expensive power 
they produce. Right now we have 
the lowest electric rates in 
Michigan. If we depend upon 
other utilities to supply our cus- 
tomers with power, that will no 
longer be the case.

Is that a 
rational course of action when one 
of the highest priorities of our state 
is to encourage iadustrial expan: 

In 
the wake of the 1973 of embargo 
one concept was burned into the 
minds of most Americans: Mnergy 
independence. No longer would 
we entrust our energy foture to 
others; we would control our own 
destiny.

Somehow, I 
don’t think so. The limelight 
might be very uncomfort- 
able. Would any of us, for 
that matter, be free of 
skeletons if put to the test? 
How frightening to suddenly 
have our judge and jury 
composed, not only of per- 
sons of responsibility and 
authority, but also of self- 
righteous vigilantes - intent 
not on justice but revenge - 
for whatever reason they 
deem worthy. More frighten- 
ing still to see in their num- 
ber longtime ‘‘friends’’ and 
associates. And maybe, still 
worse, is the silence of those 
they have cared about; for 
whatever reason: fear of 
association, loss of words, 
fear of causing embarrass- 
ment. 

Two people I have known 
and respected all my life are 
Jack Alef and Lora Gould. 
Both have dedicated their 
lives toward something 
greater than themselves.

Doodles From 
The Tail Timber

I have mentioned owls 
before, more specifically the 
barred owl which, while not 
numerous, is a resident of 
the Tall Timber. 

I suspect that I would not 
know one owl’s cali from 
another, but the little 
screech owl is a definite alto. 
One person stated that the 
call of a screech owl is a 
mournful whiny wail. Still 
another authority classes the 
call as a wavering, eerie, 
ghostly sound that carries 
for long distances. Whatever 
it sounds like, it does cause 
superstitious people some 
anxious moments. There are 
those who believe that if a 
screech owl lands on a 
house, someone inside will 
soon die. It certainly does 
land on houses, because it is 
commonly found in the city. 

The screech owl is the 
smallest ow] with “horns.” 
The horns are actually tufts 
of feathers, not its ears as 
many believe. Their real 
ears are openings located 
toward the front of the head 
and covered with feathers. 
The screech owl comes in 
two colors: reddish and 
gray. 


While the screech owl is 
- guilty of killing songbirds, 


they do feed on mice, insec- 
ts, crayfish, spiders and rep- 
tiles. Cornell University re- 
searchers discovered that 
the screech owl is very im- 
portant to the balance of the 
songbird population. Consi- 
der that if a single pair of 
robins was permitted to 
breed without control, they 
and their offspring would in- 
crease to over 15,000 birds in 
five years. 

The screech ow] prefers a 
nesting cavity in a hollow 
tree about the size of a squir- 
rel would use. They lay four 
or five white eggs in March 
and care for the owlets in the 
nest until they are about a 
month old.

~—Supported a Monroe County Resolution opposing any reduc- 
tion in General Revenue Sharing. 

—Adopted a resolution approving the creation of a second judge- 
ship for the 46th Circuit. The first term of the judgeship will be 8 
years; and any additional personne! will be shared on a case-load 
basis by the three counties in the circuit. 

—Agreed to pay up to $50.00 for annual physicals for bargaining 
unit employees in the Sheriff Department. 

—Authorized repair of the animal control vehicle at the cost 
estimate of $550.00. 

—Approved placing a 1977 and a 1979 patrol car up for bids ata 
minimum bid of $1,200.00 each. 

—Tabled, for further information, a motion authorizing con- 
struction of a small storage building for use by animal control. 
The building, to be used for straw and food, is proposed to be 
paid for from donations to the shelter. 

—~Agreed to post notice recognizing expiration of the Collective 
Bargaining Agreement between the county and the Non-super- 
visory Unit of the Sheriff Dept. 

—Denied a request from the Probate Registrar for payment of 
$1,367.88 for unused sick and vacation time accumulated prior 
to her having been placed on salary. According to a prosecutor's 
opinion, policy dictates that such monies should be payable only 
upon retirement or termination of employment. 

—Authorized the Prosecutor to purchase a computer at a price 
of $4,442.42: with the General Fund to be repaid by the turning 
over of all monies received from the prosecution of welfare fraud 
cases. 

~-Rescinded a May 10th, 1983 agreement which earmarked in- 
centive monies from prosecution of welfare fraud cases for the 
purchase and maintenance of equipment in the Prosecutor’s Of- 
fice. 

~Authorized placing our M.E.R.S. retirees on the County Blue 
Cross-Blue Shield Policy on a reimbursement basis. 

—Adopted a resolution to exclude temporary employees from 
membership in the. Michigan Employees’ Retirement System. 
This classification would include seasonal positions such as 
marine officers and those at the Hatchery. 

—Approved payment of a $256.00 registration fee for Com- 
missioner Joyce to attend the May 23rd Ground Water II 
Seminar. 

—Tabled action on a draft of Board Rules and Procedures until 
the next regular meeting, 

—Tabled action on Planning Commission appointments until 
terms of membership are reviewed by the Prosecutor’s Office. 
REPORTS AND ANNOUNCEMENTS: 

The NEMSCA report included an update on the status of 
the Commission on Aging following the recent action of the City 
Housing Commission. Meals on Wheels and congregate dining 
had been resumed the day after the Center was closed. Corres- 
pondence requesting removal of Commission on Aging buses 
and telephone lines was reviewed; and an inventory of items 


belonging to the Commission on Aging has been submitted by 


NEMSCA as required by the audit. A letter to Jack Alef was 
also reviewed, relative to granting an extension on the HUD 
Contract until July 13, 1984.

Lost or Stolen 
Tax Refunds 


Can Be Traced 


Detroit, Mi. - A taxpayer 
who suspects his or her 
federal tax refund check has 
been lost or stolen may con- 
tact the IRS to have a 


replacement check issued or - 


find out the reason for the 
delay, the Internal Revenue 
Service says. A refund check 
is considered overdue only 
after ten weeks have passed. 

After that, the taxpayer 
should contact the IRS to 
inquire about the refund. 
The taxpayer will be asked 
several questions regarding 
the return and should be pre- 
pared to supply specific in- 
formation. 

If it is discovered that a 
check was in fact issued but 
not received, the taxpayer 
will be instructed to com- 
plete a Form 3911, Tax- 
payer’s Statement Regard- 
ing Refund, and send it to the 
IRS. This form allows IRS to 
trace the check to determine 
if it was cashed by another 
person, or to stop payment. 
The IRS will also research 
the taxpayer’s account. 
Sometimes it’s found that 
the refund was redirected as 
an offset against previous 
taxes owed, applied to delin- 
quent child support pay- 
ments or mistakenly applied 
to estimated tax payments. 

If the check is indeed lost 
or stolen, arrangements can 
be made to replace the 
check. Tracking a lost or 
stolen check usually takes 
several weeks,

increase in S.E.V. values for 
1984 from 1983 values, but 
city manager Jerry Morford 
Said inflation easily takes 
care of that increase in the 
tax base.

Police, fire department, or 


DPW equipment is usually 


highly specialized and there 
isn’t a large market out 
there to keep prices down, he 
said. He cited a five to six 
pound brass nozzle for a fire 
hose priced from $100 to $150 
as one example of the cost of 
specialized equipment. 
Schreiner said even during 
the early seventies when in- 
flation for individuals was as 
high as 12 to 13 percent, the 
city and other government 
units were being hit by 23-24 
percent inflation. 

Water and sewer rates will 
probably remain the same 
for 1984-85 barring some un- 
forseen major equipment 
repair or replacement ex- 
penses. Water and sewer

The Crawford AuSable 
School District Report 


By Nancy Lemmen 
Instructor, Spanish & Advariced Stuales, 
Grayling High School 

While the American public school system has, in general, 
dedicated itself to serving the needs of the special education 
student, there is one type of special ed. child whose needs oi- 
ten go unmet: the gifted and talented. 

Most Americans believe that the bright students do not 
need special attention in the classroom, that they will ‘get it 
on their own.” This simply is not true. In fact, numerous stu- 
dies have shown that gifted students have higher drop-out, 
substance abuse, and suicide rates than other student 


groups! 


Since 1980, the Crawford AuSable School District has 
been moving to meet the special needs of its gifted and talen- 
ted students. During the 1980-81 school year, a steering com- 
mittee composed of interested citizens and school personnel 
was formed. The group developed a district philosophy of gif- 
ted/talented education and an identification process for stu- 


dents applying to the program. 


The steering committee went on hold during 1981-82, the 
year of budget cutbacks, and regrouped in 1982-83, during 
which time students at the elementary and secondary levels 
were identified for admission. The Advanced Studies Pro- 
gram went into operation in this 1983-84 school year. 

Three very distinct programs have been offered at the 
elementary schools, middle school, and high school. The five 
advanced studies teachers continue to meet on a regular 


basis with Superintendent Kent Reynolds, the 


steering 


committee chairman, and Stan Delidow, C.0.0.R.’s gifted/ 
talented consultant, to assess effectiveness and progress 
during this pilot program year, and to formulate plans for the 


Advanced Studies’ second year. 


Meeting the needs of the gifted and talented is vital to the 
future of our society. The Crawford AuSable School District 
has accepted the challenge of providing the special services 
these students require, and is in the process of developing a 
unique and comprehensive program of which the cornmunity 


can be proud.
